During 1967 one person {n 
every six who died In the 
Sturgeon Health Unit area 
lost his life because of some 
form of violence or accident, 
This category includes both 
suicide and polsoning, and 
six deaths were due to 
drowning, but by far the 
greatest proportion followed 
vehicle accidents, Twenty- 
three of the forty lives lost 
were young males up to 39 
years old, whereas only four 
were female, 

Though 1967 may possibly 
have been a freak year stat- 
istically it is disturbing that 
violence and accidents were 
more than twice as common 
a cause of death here as in 
the rest ofthe country, Right 
across the provinces males 
are twice as prone as fe- 
males to violent deaths (the 
central provinces share 
near-average figures), 
There is a seasonal varia- 
tion too with spring the bad 
time for suicide and the 
summer months most dang- 
erous on the roads, 

Home accidents pose diff- 
erent hazards for different 
age groups: Suffocation to 
the Infant, poisoning to the 
young child, falls to the eld- 
erly and fire and explosives 
to all groups but especial- 
ly the under-tens, 

The number of road acci- 
dents reflects the condition 
of roads, and vehicles and 
road-users, Although the 
total number of deaths has 
risen sharply, the number 
of deaths per mile travel- 
led has not been increasing 
Collision between vehicles 
accounts for four in every 
ten deaths, The largest oum- 
ber of pedestrian accidents

Sturgeon Health Unit Re- 
port for 1967 has been pre- 
sented for 1967, by Dr, J, 
M, Howell, Medical Officer 
of Health, who took over 
from Dr, Elizabeth Acres 
in mid-August last year, 

In his opening remarks 
Dr, Howell suggested the 
time may be ripe for some 
readjustment in priorities 
in the field of public health 
services, Nurseshe fel can 
seize opportunities to de- 
velop new objectives, exten- 
ding beyond physical care 
into questions of emotional 
development and preventive 
counselling, The early rec- 
ognition of a sub-normal 
rate of development is i{m- 
portant and a start has al- 
ready been made with the 
introduction of routine 
checks of development at the 
age of nine months, A 
screening test of hearing 


ability ts included which 
should permit diagnosis of 
deafness before the age of 
learning to speak, 

In school health work a 
similar shift of emphasis 
could be helpful, ‘‘When one 
considers that an average 
classroom probably 
tains two or three children 
with significant emotional 
disturbances, the amount of 
work becomes obvious’’, Dr, 
Howell said, ‘‘This field, 
though full of potential in 
the prevention of later men- 
tal disorders, is a difficult 
one in which to tread’’ he 
noted, New techniques are 
slowly being brought into 
use and consideration is be- 
ing given to including a form 
of questionnaire directed to 
class teachers,

REFLECTS 


Every day now, in newspapers, radio or TV at 
some time, under some form, the cost of education 
makes headlines as becoming one of the most pressing 
and difficult problems facing governments at all levels, 

Very often we read of other people’s problems and 
they don’t seem to mean too much until we are faced 
with them ourselves and then for the first time they 
become real, 

This has now happened to the residents of St, Albert, 
And we are faced with a school supplementary requis!- 
tlon, that will Increase our taxes this year by approx- 
imately $10, per month per home tn the town, And the 
further prospect of a similar or greater increase next 
year, 

Clearly tncreases such as these are beyond the fin- 
ancial capabilities of the majority of residents to con- 
tinue to pay, 

Yet we are told by both the local school boards and 
the town council that thelr hands are tied and there 
is nothing they or the residents can do, 

If this be true then the democratic voice of the 
people is gone, and the labourer has no longer any 
control over his own destiny and worse still, any 
contro! over his own earnings, 

But we do still have a democracy, School board, 
councils and governments are elected by the people 
and the only source of revenue for these governing 
bodies {s from the people, Therefore, let the voice of 
the people be heard before {t is too late, 

The school board say they cannot live with the found- 
atlon program, This is the same foundation program 
the government introduced with such fan-fare as the 
solution to all the education [lls and needs, 

someone is wrong, 

And while the fight goes 
taxpayer gets tied white, 

Let us have an end to this, Either let the proviacial 
government dispense with school boards and take over 
the entire eiucational program for the province, or let 
them give the boards back thelr autonomy so that they 
can set levels of education and costs compatine with 
local coartitions, 

Regardless of how this matter isa resolved, one thing 
is clear, the AT,A, like many other untoas before them 
are pricing themselves out of the market, A 14% across 
the board increase fr all union members which in 
this case, meant an average increase of $1000 per 
year cannot be justified, 

This increase takes no 
productivity, competance or anything else, And while 
there are many well qualified, competant teachers wis 
feserve this (serease, [9 a system where approximately 
5% of the teachers have nso university fegree, there
